On  June  11,  The  China¬ 
town  Coalition  (TCC)  held  their 
monthly  meeting  of  community 
stakeholders  to  explore  how 
organizations  and  agencies  can 
take  advantage  of  the  human 
and  intellectual  capital  college 
students  bring  to  the  neighbor¬ 
hood.  A  presentation  was  also 
given  about  the  Chinatown 
Storefront  Library  Project,  which 
models  a  possibility  for  a  long- 
awaited  permanent  public  space 
for  learning  and  information  in 
Chinatown. 

Nestled  between  the  financial 
and  theater  districts,  Chinatown 
is  surrounded  by  and  includes 
a  number  of  colleges.  Physi¬ 
cally,  the  expansion  of  these  in¬ 
stitutions  tightens  Chinatown's 
boundaries  and  limits  potential 
residential  space.  However,  the 
influx  of  students  could  also  be  a 
source  of  volunteers  and  experi¬ 
ential  learning,  which  could  fos¬ 
ter  mutually  beneficial  relation¬ 
ships  between  colleges  and  com¬ 
munity  organizations  -  bridging 
the  gap  between  the  Ivory  Tower 
of  academic  theory  and  grass¬ 
roots  service  and  action. 

Representing  various  service- 
learning  and  student  develop¬ 
ment  departments,  staff  from 
Emerson  College,  Tufts  Univer¬ 
sity,  Harvard  University's  Philip 
Brooks  House  Association,  and 
Suffolk  University  discussed  how 
to  guide  college  students  toward 
connecting  academic  pursuits, 
student  life,  and  meaningful 
community  involvement. 

Several  Chinatown  agencies 
providing  human  services,  adult 
education,  and  elderly  care  were 
also  present  to  provide  feedback 
on  TCC's  Chinatown  Intercol¬ 
legiate  Partnerships.  Some  of  the 
concerns  that  were  voiced  were 
the  challenge  of  recruiting  stu¬ 


dents  that  do  not  treat  commu¬ 
nity  groups  as  a  mere  experiment 
or  step  toward  fulfilling  require¬ 
ments,  scheduling  difficulties, 
language  and  cultural  barriers, 
and  the  lack  of  long-term  com¬ 
mitment. 

Shirley  Mark,  from  the  Tisch 
College  of  Citizenship  &  Pub¬ 
lic  Service  at  Tufts  University, 
pointed  out  the  importance  of 
experiential  learning  in  fostering 
a  lifestyle  of  service,  and  high¬ 
lighted  the  Active  Citizenship 
Summer  Fellows  in  Chinatown, 
where  committed  students  are 
placed  in  organizations  such  as 
the  Asian  American  Civic  As¬ 
sociation,  the  Boston  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Center,  Asian 
Task  Force  Against  Domestic 
Violence,  and  the  Massachusetts 
Council  on  Compulsive  Gam¬ 
bling. 

Susan  Hinton  of  Emerson 
College  shared  how  the  college's 


strength  in  communication  and 
media  students  have  brought  stu¬ 
dents  to  apply  their  knowledge  by 
making  films  documenting  and 
presenting  various  issues  and  de¬ 
velopments  in  Chinatown. 

Suffolk  University's  Director 
of  Service  Learning  Carolina  Gar¬ 
cia  emphasized  the  university's 
goal  in  establishing  long-term 
partnerships  which  draws  the  as¬ 
sets  of  both  the  local  and  Univer¬ 
sity  communities. 

Micky  Lee,  professor  of  media 
studies  and  journalism,  also  show¬ 
cased  student  contributions  to  the 
design  of  public  relations  materials 
and  articles  for  several  community 
groups.  Suffolk  recently  started 
its  first  Asian  American  studies 
program,  which  aims  to  continue 
building  the  school's  relationship 
with  Chinatown. 

Besides  partnerships  and 
internships,  students  have  also

become  direct  agents  in 
providing  essential  and 
sustaining  services.  The 
Philip  Brooks  House  As¬ 
sociation,  a  student-run 
organization  based  in 
Harvard  University,  has 
been  a  positive  fixture  in 
Chinatown  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years,  providing 
vibrant  adult  education 
classes,  summer  children's 
programs,  and  yearlong 
youth  programs.  With 
facilitation  by  the  Director 
of  Programs  Kerry  Mc¬ 
Gowan  and  few  other  full¬ 
time  staff,  the  portfolio  of 
70  citywide  programs  is 
implemented  entirely  by 
over  1600  students. 

Speaking  on  the  im¬ 
pact  the  community  has 
on  students,  McGowen 
said:  "No  matter  if  they 
are  studying  medicine, 
law  or  education,  [student 
volunteers]  will  become 
better  doctors,  lawyers 
and  teachers  because  of 
their  meaningful  service 
and  connection  with  the 
local  neighborhood." 

With  the  various 
papers  written  about 
service-learning  experi¬ 
ences,  teachable  moments 
of  relationship  building, 
leadership  development, 
and  academic  innovation 
through  community  part¬ 
nerships,  Chinatown  is 
certainly  not  only  a  place 


to  satisfy  the  stomach,  but 
also  the  mind. 

Still,  for  local  resi¬ 
dents,  opportunities  to 
cultivate  intellectual  and 
relational  growth  through 
more  conventional  and 
time-tested  spaces  for 
learning  like  libraries  have 
not  existed  in  Chinatown 
since  the  closing  of  the 
Tyler  Street  branch  in 
1956.  Many  advocates  in 
Chinatown,  one  of  the  few 
neighborhoods  without 
a  Boston  Public  Library 
site,  have  pointed  out  the 
urgent  need  for  a  public 
place  of  learning,  gather¬ 
ing  and  information. 

This  need  is  slated 
to  be  physically  demon¬ 
strated  by  the  Chinatown 
Storefront  Library  proj¬ 
ect,  which  is  planning 
a  temporary  library  to 
be  housed  in  the  vacant 
storefronts  to  show  the 
demand  for  and  benefits 
of  a  library  to  the  commu¬ 
nity.  Library  services  will 
include  newspapers,  peri¬ 
odicals,  children's  books 
for  browsing,  and  internet 
access  -  all  incorporated 
within  an  innovative  ar¬ 
chitectural  design. 

Marrikka  Trotter,  a 
lead  coordinator  for  the 
project,  presented  the 
design  by  fellow  students 
and  architects  from  Har¬ 
vard's  Graduate  School 
of  Design.  The  team 
designed  a  unique,  fresh 
and  engaging  space  that 
anticipates  and  responds 
to  the  needs  of  Chinatown 
residents  -  especially  the 
elderly,  young  children. 


and  students. 

The  library  is  designed 
to  have  minimum  impact 
on  a  commercial  space, 
with  its  elements  easily 
reassembled  and  reused. 
This  is  a  much  welcomed 
treatment  to  the  many  un¬ 
occupied  storefronts  that 
have  been  increasingly 
visible  in  Chinatown, 
causing  a  negative  impact 
on  the  consciousness  and 
appearance  of  life  in  the 
neighborhood. 

The  project  has 
scouted  many  excit¬ 
ing  options,  and  hopes 
property-owners  will  use 
this  opportunity  to  revital¬ 
ize  storefronts,  provide  a 
service  for  the  community, 
and  keep  vacant  spaces 
viable  during  an  economic 
downturn  where  they 
would  otherwise  be  left 
empty.  A  library,  with  its 
civic  value,  educational 
function,  and  communal 
space,  will  hopefully  fore¬ 
shadow  the  return  of  a 
much  needed  permanent 
public  asset  to  Ghinatown. 

The  Storefront  Library 
is  scheduled  for  a  Fall  in¬ 
auguration,  and  the  proj¬ 
ect  will  be  demonstrated 
at  this  Sunday's  China¬ 
town  Main  Street  Festival.

Smoking  is  bad  for  you. 
You  read  about  it  in  the 
newspaper,  hear  it  on  the 
radio  and  see  it  on  TV.  The 
message  is  everywhere.  Yet 
people  continue  to  smoke. 

In  1982,  the  surgeon  gen¬ 
eral  stated  that  "Cigarette 
smoking  is  the  major  single 
cause  of  cancer  mortality  in 
the  United  States."  In  1998, 
the  message  was  repeated, 
with  smoking  causing  87% 
of  the  lung  cancer  deaths  in 
the  United  States.  This  is  a 
depressing  finding  consid¬ 
ering  that  tobacco  use  is  an 
acquired  behavior  -  some¬ 
thing  a  person  chooses  to 
do  and  is  therefore  the  most 
preventable  cause  of  prema¬ 
ture  death  in  this  country. 

You  may  think  that 
cigarette  smoking  isn't  that 
common  in  Asian  Ameri¬ 
cans;  however,  the  statistics 
don't  lie.  The  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  (CDC) 
report  that  21.6%  of  Asian 
American  and  Pacific  Is¬ 
lander  men  and  12.4  %  of 
women  smoke.  Among 
Asian  American  and  Pacific 
Islander  high  school  seniors 
the  numbers  are  similar 
(males  20.6%,  females 
13.8%)  with  about  4.5%  of 
all  students  reporting  that 
they  smoke  one-half  pack  a 
day  or  more.  So  while  the 
rates  of  smoking  in  Asian 
Americans  may  be  slightly 
lower  than  in  other  groups, 
this  is  still  a  significant 
health  problem  in  the  Asian 
American  community. 

So  why  is  cigarette 
smoking  so  harmful? 

Cigarettes  contain  dried 
tobacco  leaves  as  well  as 
many  added  chemicals  that 
preserve  and  add  flavor. 
When  you  light  up  a  ciga¬ 
rette  you  are  inhaling  over 
4000  different  chemicals 
deep  into  your  lungs.  At 
least  43  of  these  compounds 
are  proven  carcinogens  - 
they  have  been  shown  in  a 
laboratory  to  cause  cancer. 
Cigarettes  have  been  shown 
to  contain  the  heavy  met¬ 
als  cadmium  and  arsenic, 
carbon  monoxide,  hydro¬ 
gen  cyanide  and  ammonia, 
among  many  others. 

Smoking  is  also  highly 
addictive.  According  to  the 
surgeon  general,  nicotine 
is  the  drug  in  tobacco  that 
causes  addiction.  It  is  found 
in  all  tobacco  products  and 
is  one  of  the  most  addictive 
drugs  known  to  man.  This 
means  that  once  you  begin 
smoking,  it  may  be  difficult 
to  give  it  up,  even  if  you 
want  to. 

What  will  happen  if  I 
smoke? 

According  to  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Cancer  Society  (ACS), 
each  year  a  staggering 
440,000  people  die  in  the 
United  States  from  tobacco 
use.  Nearly  1  of  every  5 
deaths  is  related  to  smok¬ 
ing.  Cigarettes  kill  more 
Americans  than  alcohol,  car 
accidents,  suicide,  AIDS, 
homicide  and  illegal  drugs 
combined. 

Cigarette  smoking  ac¬ 
counts  for  at  least  30%  of  all 
cancer  deaths.  It  is  a  major 
cause  of  cancers  of  the 
larynx  (voice  box),  oral  cav¬ 
ity,  pharynx  (throat),  and 
esophagus.  It  accounts  for 
87%  of  all  deaths  from  lung 
cancer.  In  1993,  lung  cancer 
was  the  leading  cause  of 
cancer  death  (22.3%)  among 
Asian  Americans  and  Pa¬ 
cific  Islanders  and  is  one  of

the  most  difficult  can¬ 
cers  to  treat.  It  is  very 
hard  to  detect  when 
it  is  in  the  earliest, 
most  treatable  stage. 

In  addition  to 
cancer,  smoking  also 
plays  a  significant 
role  in  many  other 
diseases  such  as 
asthma,  chronic  ob¬ 
structive  pulmonary 
disease  (COPD), 
emphysema,  heart 
disease,  stroke  and 
many  others. 

So  what  can  I  do 
about  it? 

If  you  currently 
smoke,  try  to  quit. 

If  you  don't  smoke, 
stay  that  way  and 
try  to  convince  your 
friends  to  give  up 
too.  You  will  live  lon¬ 
ger  and  your  friends 
will  too. 

How  do  I  quit? 

Quitting  smok¬ 
ing  can  be  difficult. 
There  is  no  point  in 
pretending  other¬ 
wise.  But  there  are 
many  resources  out 
there  that  can  help 
you  when  you  decide 
to  try.  The  following 
advice  from  www. 
smokefree.gov  may 
be  useful: 

1.  Thinking 
about  quitting.  Find 
reasons  to  quit  that 
are  important  to 
you.  Think  of  more 
than  just  health  rea¬ 
sons,  like  how  much 
money  you  will  save, 
not  having  to  take 
smoking  breaks  and 
the  example  you  will 
set  to  your  children. 

2.  Preparing 
to  quit.  Follow  the 
START  plan:  Set  a 
quit  date.  Tell  your 
friends,  family  and 
co-workers  that  you 
plan  to  quit,  An¬ 
ticipate  and  plan  for 
the  challenges  you 
will  face.  Remove 
all  tobacco  problems 
from  your  home/ 
car/ workplace,  Talk 
to  your  doctor  about 
getting  help  to  quit. 

3.  Quitting. 

Use  your  support 
program,  keep  busy 
and  stay  away  from 
things  that  tempt 
you.  Manage  crav¬ 
ings  -  try  chewing 
sugar  free  gum  or 
light  incense  or  a 
candle  instead. 

4.  Staying  quit. 
Keep  your  guard  up 
and  always  be  aware 
of  things  that  might 
trigger  craving. 

How  can  my  doc¬ 
tor  help? 

Your  family 
doctor  can  be  a  very 
valuable  resource  in 
your  effort  to  quit 
smoking.  They  can 
help  design  a  person¬ 
al  quit  plan  and  can 
give  information  on 
telephone  helplines 
such  as  1-800-QUIT- 
NOW.  There  are  also 
prescription  medi¬ 
cines  such  as  nicotine 
replacement  patches 
and  bupropion  (Zy- 
ban)/varenicline 
(Chantix)  that  you 
may  want  to  ask  your 
doctor  about.

It  is  no  secret  that  Boston 
has  a  wealth  of  history  and 
prides  itself  as  "America's 
Walking  City."  Naturally,  a 
walk  through  Chinatown  pro¬ 
vides  a  glimpse  into  the  city's 
rich  past,  especially  the  stories 
and  dreams  of  settlers  coming 
to  its  shore  from  around  the 
world. 

As  "stay-cations"  become 
the  recession  alternative,  one 
can  still  travel  the  distance  of 
time  by  heading  to  Chinatown 
and  viewing  the  neighborhood 
through  a  historical  lens.  The 
Chinese  Historical  Society  of 
New  England  (CHSNE)  offers 
exactly  that.  Every  second  Sat¬ 
urday  through  October,  groups 
ranging  from  students,  tourists, 
and  residents  are  led  by  knowl¬ 
edgeable  and  passionate  local 
historians  illustrating  early 
immigrant  life  before  1965 
through  the  neighborhood's 
boulevards  and  alleyways. 

As  helpful  as  it  is  to  read 
archival  documents  and  view 
photographs,  the  unparalleled 
experience  of  walking  through 
the  spaces,  listening  to  ac¬ 
counts,  and  allowing  oneself 
to  imagine  life  in  a  different 
time  speaks  to  the  value  of  oral 
history  and  the  power  of  story¬ 
telling. 

In  the  early  days  of- Eu¬ 
ropean  settlement,  Boston 
became  a  satellite  of  the  trade 
between  Western  and  Eastern 
societies.  Before  Beach  Street 
became  a  street  built  on  land¬ 
fill,  the  seaport  received  com¬ 
modity  products  such  as  tea 
and  ginseng  from  China  in  the 
heyday  of  the  US-China  eco¬ 
nomic  relations  -  thus  estab¬ 
lishing  a  small  Chinese  com¬ 
munity  in  current-boundaries 
of  Chinatown.  Chinese-owned 
enterprises  such  as  Ar-Showe 
in  the  late  1800s  became  suc¬ 
cessful  brands  in  bringing 
Chinese  tea  to  New  England 
customers. 

Education  was  the

other  driving  force  of  Chinese 
settlement  in  Boston.  In  the 
mid-Nineteenth  Century,  mis¬ 
sionaries  brought  students 
from  China  to  be  trained  for 
ministry  roles.  In  1854,  the  first 
Chinese  university  student  in 
America  graduated  from  Yale. 

As  much  as  Boston  was 
the  hub  of  academic  innova¬ 
tion,  it  was  also  the  site  for  the 
American  Industrial  Revolu¬ 
tion  which  ushered  in  laborers, 
most  notably  young  Chinese 
men  working  on  the  Trans¬ 
continental  railroad  and  the 
shoe  factories  along  South 
Station. 

These  laborers  settled  in 
tenements  previously  occupied 
by  Irish  and  Eastern  European 
laborers,  starting  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  residential  core  of 
Chinatown. 

Many  of  the  buildings 
have  had  a  variety  of  residents 
and  functions.  Walking  along 
Essex  Street,  CHNSE  tour 
guide  Da  Zheng  pointed  out 
a  building  which  was  first  the 
birthplace  of  an  early  aboli¬ 
tionist  Wendell  Philips,  then  a 
Turkish  bathhouse,  and  most 
recently,  the  site  of  the  Chinese 
Golden  Age  Center. 

The  building  on  Harrison 
Avenue  next  to  See  Sim  Market 
was  one  of  the  large  factories 


which  housed  the  first  cohort 
of  Chinese  laborers.  A  son 
of  one  of  those  laborers,  who 
often  lived  in  the  tight  single¬ 
occupancy  units,  eventually 
became  a  graduate  of  Suffolk 
University  and  the  first  Chi¬ 
nese  attorney  in  Massachusetts. 

Ping  On  Alley,  which 
is  nestled  between  Harrison 
and  Oxford  streets,  attracts 
narrow  beams  of  sunlight  but 
illuminates  a  part  of  Historic 
Chinatown  which  is  rapidly 
being  overshadowed  by  ongo¬ 
ing  urban  redevelopment.  The 
small  alley,  unavailable  for 
vehicular  traffic,  can  barely  fit  a 
compact  car.  Zheng  recounted 
ball  games  played  by  children 
of  immigrants  decades  ago 
between  the  narrow  walls. 

The  alley  opens  to  a  court¬ 
yard  by  Oxford  Street  featuring 
a  giant  mural  of  a  traditional 
Chinese  painting,  which  il¬ 
lustrates  a  journey  along  a  nos¬ 
talgic  natural  landscape.  "  [The 
painting]  reflects  the  senti¬ 
ments  of  early  immigrants  who 
made  treacherous  journeys  to 
America,  far  away  from  their 
homeland,"  Zheng  described. 

Walking  towards  Beach 
Street,  the  wall  by  the  Oxford 
Street  intersection,  still  bare, 
was  actually  a  massive  com¬ 
munity  bulletin  board  until  the 


1970s.  It  provided  Chinese  and 
culturally  relevant  informa¬ 
tion  such  as  news  about  China, 
births,  marriages,  obituaries, 
job  postings  and  profiles  of 
brides  for  the  many  bachelors. 

As  the  wall  became  a  fix¬ 
ture  of  immigrant  life,  so  did 
the  myriad  of  family  associa¬ 
tions,  regional  associations, 
Chinese  schools,  and  faith  com¬ 
munities.  In  many  ways,  these 
social  institutions  sustain  the 
fabric  of  Chinese  culture  and 
chronicle  the  changes  through 
the  generations  from  the  Chi¬ 
nese  Exclusion  Act  to  the  im- 
migfation  growth  in  latter  half 
of  20th  century. 

In  the  recent  decades, 
the  history  of  Chinatown  was 
shaped  by  highway  develop¬ 
ment  and  institutional  expan¬ 
sion  and  gentrification.  Walk¬ 
ing  across  the  landmark  Chi¬ 
natown  Gate,  which  declares 
"propriety,  righteousness, 
honesty,  and  humility,"  brings 
to  mind  the  consequences  of 
the  interstate  which  dissected 
Chinatown  and  other  com¬ 
munities. 

The  community  still 
yearns  to  sustain  its  story,  and 
not  become  remnants  of  the 
past.  Adjacent  to  the  gate  is  an 
often  unnoticed  abstract  paint¬ 
ing  of  a  junk  boat,  or  Sampan, 
which  this  publication  gets  its 
namesake,  symbolizing  the 
immigrant  community  going 
against  winds  of  adversity  and 
mainstream  pressures  -  and 
bringing  to  mind  the  road  of 
perseverance,  dynamism,  and 
change  Chinatown  walked 
through  and  continues  to  pave 
ahead.
